John Turner, the murdered@man, was a tugitive 
from justice from South Carolina, was Lving in 
Wilkes county under an assumed name. where he 
gained ar _putation asa bad er desperate man. He 
was killed lor an attempt to rape. 

The grand jury of Wilkes county for the 
spring terms of 1886 and 41858, many citi-
